Washington, Jan. 29.—At the opening 


of the session of the house, the clerk of 
the senate appeared and transmitted the 
Teller resolution, which passed the senate 
last night. 
The announcement was 


greeted with a terrific outburst of ap- 
plause from the Democratic side of the 
house. 
No motion was -made, and the 


resolution remained on the table. The 
house went into committee of the whole 
and resumed the consideration of the 
district of Columbia appropriition bill. 


It is considered that the sudden zeal 
„ U..TP crnnea- states senate for an. cr^ 
time silver debate, adding an extra, daj 
of eight hours' speaking,- is not withow 
Significance. No other topic would have 
aroused so much attention, in the senatf 
or draw out so earnest a discussion. Ttdt 
indicates the predominance of the silvai 
issue, politically speaking, and the abso- 
lute certainty, that the next congressional 
and presidential ejections must be fougfcl 
on fUs-tine. The silver forces are in 6h,e 
saddle In tbe senatfe, as they made clea* 
when the sense of that body was taker 
upon; (be Teller resolution Friday even- 
ing. Every suggestion of temporizing 
anfl every'motion of overt hostility were 
disposed of summarily.

Teller's speech on Cuba, China and the 
need of a-strong foreign policy, Mr. Fair- 
banks feared-theCcJcrado senator wou-ld 
be wllitng to see Ms country wrapped in 
the flames of war if his one aim of free 
silver was accorppllahed, for, said Mr.

GOUtD AND HIS FIGHT WITH THE 


RAPID TRANSIT COMMISSION. 


tbe Merltt of the C«*e A*i4e. the 


"L," Road Blaguate I* Acquitting Hlin- 
•elf Quite WeH Indeed _ How lie Wat 
TnUoed For Bualmeiw by UU Father. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 89.—[Special.]—The 


routest now going on between George 
Gould and the rapid transit commission 
baa brought the young president of the 
Manhattan Railroad coiupnoy into even 
greater prominence than uaual, and, leav- 
ing the merits of the case entirely out of 
consideration and considering him solely 
as a man o/ affairs and business, he has so 
far borne the scrutiny remarkably well. 


Could Jay Gould speak with the lips of 


the flesh today he would undoubtedly dis- 
play as great pride in "my son George" 
as he ever did when alive, for, say those 
most familiar with the situation, the young 
man is managing the affairs now in hand 
In a manner- that would do eredit to the 
elder Gould himself and not at all in the 
Kussell Sage way. Moreover, say these 
observers, it seems probable that, whether 
the Manhattan company is allowed to add 
to its facilities as extensively aa it desires 
to or not, many of the cheeseparing ways 
of the past will speedily be abandoned, and 
the accommodation and comfort of the 
traveling public will be. vastly increased. 


George Gould's Gradual Development. 
Many have wondered why it was that 


George Gould abstained so long as he did 
from taking a more positive part in Man- 
hattan "L" management, and this is a 
question, of course, that none but-he him- 
self could answer, but his gradual in- 
stead of sudden assumption of the powers 
that were chiefly Sage's after Jay Gould's 
death was entirely in accord with the gen- 
eral Gould policy outlined and begun in 
the lifetime of the father. 


George Gould did not go to college. Both 


he and his father believed it would be best 
all aroand for the son to get into harness 
as soon as he could, and at 17 his training 
as a business man and financier was be- 
gun. His first years of practical life were 
put in as "boy" in the office of Washing- 
ton E. Connor, in whom Wall street's 
•wizard bad unbounded confidence and 
from whose preliminary training tbe lad 
unquestionably derived much benefit. Be- 
fore he was 20 tbe boy had begun to study 
the details of railroadTnanagHraent, and in 
his talks with his father he revealed such 
a degree of aptitude as to call from the old 
man in a talk with his friend General 
Eckerfc tbe statement that be thought 
George would surely "be a great help" to 
him eventually. 


A short time after the son had reached 


his majority he was taken into the direct- 
orate of one of the Gould companies and 
for two or three years served a practical 
apprenticeship at the work of tbe board- 
room. It was Jay Gowld's way to teach 
by example chiefly, and accordingly the 
younger man got most of his instruction by 
tbe simple bat sometimes entirely helpful 
process of watching, saying nothing and 
sawing wood. At board meetings for many 
months, perhaps a year or two, he was a 
silent spectator at all times save when 
there was voting to be done. Then, wheth- 


, er he fully grasped the situation or not, be 
voted invariably as his father did. But he 
never missed a word-of anything tbat was 
said, and the occasions when be voted 
without comprehending the situation thor- 
oughly were rare. 
-' 


Increasing Responsibility. 


After a time responsibilities were placed 


upon the yonng man's shoulders, and he 
was told that he musf accept these respon- 
sibilities fully and stand or fall by the re- 
sults. His attention was at first directed 
to the Missouri Pacific system, and he de- 
voted .bjmse^f exclusively to that until he 
knew as mubh about it as his father, who 
was go well pleased with the result that he 
told more than one of his friends: 


"George has done exactly what I should 


have done in similar circumstances in ev- 
ery case. His judgment has never been at 
fault." 


IB consequence the young man was 


elected to serve as direo&r and to fill ex- 
ecutive posts in corporation after corpora- 
tion of which his father was chief stock- 
holder until at 30 he undoubtedly occupied 
a greater number of such important places 
than had ever before been held by so young 
a man. And a short time before his fa- 
ther's death the son justified tbe confidence 
that had been reposed in hjm more strik- 
ingly than ever. 


This was in 1892. The fight over Union 


Pacific, in which the Gould interest waa 
then predominant, had been slackened for 
some time. 
Tbe elder Gould went west 


arid there fell ill. The younger man, 
crowded with details, big and little, was' 
perhaps a trifle lax in his watchfulness. 
At all events, a representative of foreign 
stockholders, a Hollander, essayed to se- 
cure enough American proxies to oust the 
Gould officials from their places in control 
of Union Pacific and down to the very 
casting of the ballots supposed he had 
done so. Believing this, 'the Hollander 
was felicitating himself at a great rate 
when the meeting began, being fully con- 
vinced that ia the matter of Skillful financ- 
ing the Americans were only raw bands 
after all. 


A- IJvcly Railroad Bide. 


But, though fcs had been ignorant of tbe 


Dutchman's move until 24 hours before, 
young Gould was quite prepared for a 
fight when the meeting was called to or- 
der. His first information was tbat he 
would surely be outvoted, and he fully be- 
lieved the information correct. But no 
fight is won till the last blow is struck. 
There wag one possible way to regain what 
was lost. It involved a Jorfrney to Boston 
in p. d. q. time and a special train to 
make it with. Of course the journey was 
made, and the way the milestones flew 
past as the special covered tbe rails be- 
tween the metropolis and the Hub was 
something to please a lover of fast going. 
The business at Boston was quickly com- 
passed, and the return journey was under- 
taken some time in the middle of tbe night. 
It was accomplished with celerity quite 
equal to that of the eastward trip, and 
when the voting was over tbe Hollander's 
bubble of hope had collapsed, and bis opin- 
ion of Yankee financing bad changed. He 
showed np enough proxies tc carry tbe 
election indeed, but Gould had enough 
countermands to spoil all tbe fan, and tbe 
countermands "went," 


Since then George Gould has more than 


once showed himself fully capable of hold- 
ing his own against the heaviest odds, and 
If he wins in the present war he will be 
more firmly fixed in the saddle than ever 
bis father win. 


And as bis physical strength ig far in 


excess of tbe Gould fortune founder's the 
prediction that the son's achievements will 
yet be far more brilliant than his father's 
seems by no means an idle ono.

EDUCATING THE MUSCLES. 


Sandow Objects to the Usual System of 


Training; Athletes. 


Sandow, who is one of the foremost 


of living authorities on physical cul- 
ture, declares that the methods of ath- 
letic training usually adopted do actual 
harm to the constitution and are formu- 
lated on a radically unscientific basis. 
The university oarsman, for instance, 
put through the present system of prep- j 
aratioa, not only weakens Ms whole 1 
constitution, hut does not produce any-1 
thing like the amount pf muscle and 
"go1' wi]ich Jie migh^ obtain by more 
judicious methods, with a tithe of the 
exertion. To prove his assertion San- 
dow has eSered -to prepare the Cam- 
bridge crew for the nest English inter- 
university boat race. The Cambridge 
(Brew has now been beaten by Oxford for 
many consecutive years, and ^fr. San- 
dow assures them of success at their an- 
nual contest if they will follow his plan 
of fitting themselves for it. 


Sandow regards as the greatest mis- 


take of training the aiming at develop- 
ing by violent methods certain muscles 
which are required for the performance 
of specific feats instead of trying to 
build up the body gradually in nature's 
own way. 
The error of this system is 


seen in 60 ways, but one instance may 
be given, that of the muscles of the 
arm. It is rarely that a man with very 
large biceps is a quick or hard hitter. 
The reason is obvious. While he lias 
cultivated his pulling muscles (the bi- 
ceps) the .hitting muscles at the back of 
the arm (the triceps) have been compar- 
atively speaking neglected consequent- 
ly his arm is never fully stretched and 
tbe tendons of the biceps shorten. Ow- 
ing to this the idea is quite prevalent 
that a man who bas big biceps can't hit 
hard. This, of course, is absurd. 
It is 


simply the want of balance in muscular 
development which impairs the hitting 
power. 
So with many other groups of 


muscles. Indeed Mr. Sandow claims 
that for practical purposes it is almost 
tetter not to have your muscles develop- 
ed at all than developed unusually. He 
puts tbe whole of his system of physical 
culture into a few words. He says: 
"Let the would be athlete live his or- 
dinary life so long as it is a temperate 
one; let him eat and drink what his 
fancy dictates and what bis experience 
has taught him agrees with him; let 
him smoke if be bas been accustomed 
to do so. He need not deny himself or 
live a life of strict asceticism. But if 
he exercises every one of his muscles in 
turn and puts bis mind as well as bis 
back into the work he will bo perfectly 
astonished with the result."—Pittaburg 
Dispatch.

It Would Probably Be Cut if 


War Broke Out. 


MIGHT DEPEND ON PIGEONS THEN. 


France Regularly Employs These Blrdi 


For Naval and Military Diipatoiiei—Italy 
Had a Similar Service—Some Intonating 
•Trials of Pigeon* at Sea. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 29.—[Special.]—Since 


the arrival of tho battleship Miilne at Ha- 
vana our naval authorities, and, in fact, 
all public officials here, have beon in a stata 
of constant expectation as to what may 
happen in tho Cuban capital. In view of 
the possibility of an outbreak of mob spirit 
in Havana, which might lead to a cutting 
of tho cable between that city and Hey 
West, tho authorities have caretully looked 
up the facts as to other means of tele- 
graphic communication with Cuba. Thora 
ia only one cable from the United States 
to tho island which has of late attracted so 
much of the attention of the world. That 
Is the Key West line, which the authorities 
fear may be cut. There is a cable line from 
Havana to Europe by way of Lisbon, but 
it is also with'n tho control of the Spanish, 
and they could easily bar the United States 
consular and diplomatic agents from its 
use if they wore PO inclined, and they 
would curely do so in case of outbreak of 
hostilities between the United States and 
Spain. 


Thefo is another cable which runs very 


near to Cuba. It Is in part a British line, 
extending from Halifax to the Bermuda 
islands and from the Bermudas south- 
ward to Turk's island. This line the Brit- 
ish government laid as a purely military 
construction. The idea was to skirt the 
coast of the United States with a line of 
communication, having neither of its ends 
on the soil of this country, and therefore 
wholly under British domination. Such a 
cable would be of vast importance in case 
of war between Great Britain and the 
United States, as it would enable tho fleets 
to be maneuvered, without regard to the 
lines of communication existing within 
the United States. This cable our govern- 
ment could doubtless utilize in case of need 
should war break out between the United 
States and Spain. There are two cable 
lines from Haiti to Cuba, and one of these 
we might gain possession of. From Haiti 
to Turk's island the distance is only 70 or 
80 miles, but four hours' steaming for one 
of our fast dispatch or torpedo boata. 


Carrier Pigeon Service. 


Naval authorities are also much pleased 


with the reports which come from Key 
West of the successful use of carrier pigeona 
by tha officers at the fleet now cruising in 
those waters. It has been found that the 
pigeons pass readily from the ships to the 
shore evon when the distance is near 100 
miles. Naval officers who bare made a spe- 
cial study of the use of carrier pigeons for 
transporting naval dispatches tell me 
there is no lunger any doubt -of the utility 
of these birds for that purpose. Our own 
experiments have demonstrated their serv- 
ice, and the navies of other powers have 
gone into the subject more thoroughly 
than we hare. 


There is nothing new about the use of 


homing pigeons for sea service. Professor 
Marion of the naval war college has in- 
quired into the history of naval pigeon 
flying and finds that the birds were em- 
ployed for this purpose by the early Bo- 
mans, Greeks and Egyptians, who used to 
announce their approach three or foot days 
prior to their arrival at port. Tha Vene- 
tians tssetj them with great success during 
their war with the Turks in the twelfth 
century, and it is said the island olCandia 
was once saved by a pigeon, which, carried 
tho news of a Turkish invasion to Venice 
in time to permit the Venetians to send a 
feet to rapel the intruders before they could 
effect a landing. In memory of this event 
pigeons were for centuries fed at the pub- 
lic expense in the famous pquare of St. 
Mark's, Venke. The organization at mod- 
ern military pigeon poets dates, however, 
from the siege of Paris-in 1870-1, where 
homing pigeons were extensively and suc- 
cessfully used by the Stench in sending 
communications over the German lines. 


France now spends $20,000 a yea* in 


maintaining pigeon lofts and in training 
the birds for sea and military service. The 
government offers prizes to breeders for 
tho best birds. For some time the French 
naval authorities have had a pigeon post in 
constant operation between Toulon and 
the island of Corsica, and they are estab- 
lishing new lines in tho Mediterranean. 
They hope to establish jsuch a lino between 
Algiers and Marseilles, a distance of 480 
miles. Homing pigeons have frequently 
been sent across the British channel at its 
widest part. 


A" Interesting Experiment. 


Lieutenant Knight of our navy once 


tried a most interesting experiment in the 
use of pigeons at sea. A bird was kept be- 
tween decks on board Honongahela for 
31 days and was then liberated at sea. It 
flew straight to the loft in the naval acad- 
emy at Annapolis, more than 200 miles 
distant. 


The most interesting trial of pigeons at 


sea was that made at the expense of a 
Paris newspaper. It chartered a steamer, 
invited the breeders of all countries to par- 
ticipate and went out into the ocean with 
about l,5pO pigeons on board. They were 
liberated at various distances from land. 
Eight hundred wereflertfreo about 90 miles 
from land, and not one returned to tho 
ship. Sixteen were liberated about 125 
Wiles from land, and only three returned 
to the ship. Six hundred were liberated 
about 190 miles from land, and only one 
returned to the steamer. Gf all the pigeons 
set free at sea only 16 refused to seek tho 
land, a few declining to leave the ship at 
all. 


The first prize of this remarkable fconr- 


ney was won by a bird which flaw 405 
miles, of which more than 300 miles was 
over water, in 15 hours and 13 minutes, 
an average speed of 80% mUcs per hour. 
Very few of these pigeons had ever flown 
over water before. 


Italy has an interior military dispatch 


system operated by carrier pigeons. 8*g- 
lond is the only great naval power- which 
has not tried this means of sending dis- 
patches. The United States navy has made 
some interesting and sucoecstul ozperi- 
mentg with them, in eo'me Ceases getting 
dispatches from sea at a distance of about 
200 mjles from land. Thje recent practical 
use of pigeons at Key West indicates that 
in caso of war with Spain and severing of 
tho cable lines the homing pigeons may bo 
called upon to play an important part in 
the operations of our navy.

French cities and sometimes in some rural 
district. While thtfesH*al lasted th» king 
took all his meals in public, bishops and 
dukes alone being privileged to sit at the 
royal table.

When dessert v;as korved, 30 heralds, each 
holding aloft a> jeweled goblet, shouted 
thrice, "Ljugcssft, largesse from the most 
potent of Kibgsr" A6 they shouted they 
scattered among the crowds handfuls of 
gold ai,d biiver culi.a. Then tho trumpets 
wero Llown, vibno tfco better class spec- 
tators shouted mid rho rceauar sort scram- 
bled and often 'oujjht vigorously for the 
money scattered oy the horjlds.

These garments were said to be 


livres—that is, "delivered" at the king's 
expense—and from this word the English 
word "livery" was derived, as was the 
oustom of providing servants with "liv- 
ery, "from the above mentioned practice 
of certain of the French kings.—London 
Society.

I was competent to handle a snip, and he 


I was installed as captain asd given an 


able seaman ns mate. We bad hoped to 
get the provisions to the wreck before 
night, but the gale continued, and we 
had to stand by her for 80 hours before 
it was safe to launch a boat. We had 
mutinied and taken possession of the 
ship, but we felt that circumstances jus- 
tified it. Neither harm nor insnlt was 
offered our officers. 
After a few hours 


they were allowed full liberty, and not 
one of us entered the cabin. There were 
many threats as to the punishment wa 
should receive when the ship arrived in 
port, but we stood firm and kept clear 
of any further quarrels. 


When wind and sea finally subsided, 


we boarded the wreck, to find that one 
woman and four ohildrsn had died in 
the last 24 hours and that the living 
were entirely out of food and water. 
There was no doctor aboard, the leak 
%vas hardly to be kept under, and it was 
plain that another 24 hours wonld send 
the wreck to the bottom of the sea.

All writers of sea stories devote chap- 


ters to what is called "the sentiment 
of the sea," and all readers of the same 
feel their pulses thrill as they read of 
heroio rescues. This "sentiment1* may 
have been observable 50 years ago, and 
now and then you read of a rescue 
worthy of heroes, but as a matter of 
fact shipowners and sea captains* are 
anything bat sentimental in these days 
of money making. Of ten ships who 
sight a signal of distress at sea eight 
will sneak past it if possible, and the 
other two will be more interested in 
the salvage question than in the saving 
of life. Shippers want their goods ship- 
ped as soon as possible. Shipowners 
overload and underman their vessels 
and yet want them to make quick voy- 
ages. Sea captains must "crack on" 
arid do their best, and so it conies about 
that aid is seldom extended when there 
is reasonable excuse for dodging it. 


In the year 1880 the brig Welcome 


left the port of Liverpool for the West 
Indies, having on board 180 men, wom- 
en and children, who were going to set- 
tle 
crew of 15 men, a supercargo and two 
cabin passengers, thus bringing the to- 
tal up to almost 200. Fine weather ac- 
companied tho craft until she had ac- 
complished two-thirds of tbe voyage. 
Then a gale sprang up which dismasted 
her and sent her drifting back ove** her 
wake. The gale had scarcely abj»«ed 
when a fire broke out, and though it 
was extinguished after a hard fight a 
great quantity of provisions was con- 
sumed and much of the fresh waterwas 
sacrificed. Not a spar was left aboard 
for jury masts, and as the rudder had 
been carried away and there was four 
feet of water in the hold the people 
realized that the wreck could not be 
abandoned too soon. 


Soon after we of the ship Evening Star 


sighted the wreck. We were sailing un- 
der the Holland flag, commanded by a 
Holland captain and mate, and I believe 
the craft was of that nationality. 
She 


was bound from Demerara to New 
York, loaded mostly with sugar, I be- 


raved like madmen when they heard of 
this decision, and the last named be- 
came so vdolont that we had to bind 
him hand and foot. The wreck had lost 
all her boats, bnt the ship had three, 
and when the work of transferring be- 
gan it was not interrupted until every 
person had been brought safely off. 
Then we secured most of the personal 
baggage of crew,and passengers, and by 
the time the last boatload was along- 
side the Star the wreck rolled heavily 
to starboard and port-and went to the 
bottom of the- sea. 


Tbe ship had no accommodation 


whatever for passengers, and yon can 
imagine the muss we were in when 
that crowd of people were taken aboard. 
The Hollander nasty refused to act as 
captain or to have anything to do with 
the castaways. He said we had deposed 
him by mutiny and must now run 
things to suit ourselves and take the 
consequences. Everybody had to be put 
on quarter allowance at once, and a 
shift was made tip whereby the women 
and children were at least sheltered. 
After consultation it Ya8 decided to 
make for the Bermudas, and on the third 
day after taking the people off the 
wreck we sighted the American ship 


on one of the islands. She had a I Ocean Queen and secured from her sev- 


eral hundred gallons of water and a 
quantity of flonr and biscuit. It was a 
run of seven days to the islands, and 
during the last four days no adult had 
food enough to keep down tbe pangs of 
hunger. The mate proved so obstinate 
and dangerous that his bonds were not 
released, but he shared the food and 
water with the rest and was treated as 
kindly as circumstances would permit. 


None of us believed that we conld be 


punished for taking the ship out of the 
captain's hands to save human life, and 
I am surewe«hcold sot have been med- 
dled with but for the presence of a Brit- 
ish man-of-war in port. 
W« had in- 


formed the Hollander of our readiness 
to work the ship to her port of destina- 
tion, and he seemed to think favorably 
of the matter, but no sooner did he 
learn of the presence of the man-of-war 
than he appealed to her commander. 
As a result the ten of us were at once 
arrested and flung'into prison to await 
the action of the law. I never found 


lieve, and had been detained in Deme- i out jnat where they intended to send us 
rara a couple of weeks to ship a crew. 
It so happened that an American man- 
of-war to which I belonged as an en- 
listed man put into that port for some 
slight repairs, and 12 of us deserted in 
a body to go aboard of the Star. We 
were all sailors. It does not excuse onr 
action to say that the Hollander brought 
this desertion about by the promise of 
high wages. He wanted a crew and did 
not care how the men came to him. We 
had a close shave from being captured 
by our captain, but got to sea all 
right, and as the weather was good and 
the wind favorable 
the Hollander 


"cracked on" to make up for lost time. 
One morning just after sunrise we 
found the drifting brig square in our 
path and only two or three miles away. 
After a brief look at her through the 
glass captain and mate fell to cursing 
at their ill luck. As a matter of fact we 
had neither water nor provisions to 
spare, and the ship was loaded down to 
tho mark with cargo, but when we 
heard our officers propose to pass the 
wreck without notice every man of the 
ten was ready for mutiny. 


We demanded that communication be 


opened with tbe unfortunate people, 
and after a good deal of growling the 
Star ran down to them and sent a boat 
aboard. The report of the mate when 
he returned was to the effect that the 
people were on quarter allowance, with 
much sickness among the women and 
children, and that they desired to aban- 
don tho wreck and be taken aboard of 
tho ship. We bq^ spare spars aboard, 
and the Hollander offered to sail three 
or four sticks for about three times their 
vnluo, the payment to bs made in gold 
on delivery. Tho captain of tbe brig 
declined buying, as he was satisfied 
that the shattered hulk could never be 
worked into port, even if fully pro- 
visioned. The Hollander then agreed to 
toll one cask of water and about 80 
pounds of bread, bnt jnst as we were 
ready to transfer tbe goods a squall 
came up, end that gave him an excuse 
for sailing away. His firm intention 
was to abandon the wreck to her fate, 
and as soon as we realized it the ten of 
us went aft in a body and assured him 
that unless he bore up and furnished 
relief wo should refuse duty and take 
the consequences. 
He blustered and 


threatened and brought out his pistols, 
but wo were firm, and at length he 
gave orders to put thte ship about. 


We had to beat np to the wreck, and 


by the time wo reached her there was 
half a gale blowing and tho sea was ao 
heavy that wo oonid not transfer the 
provisions. At the end of au hour tbe 
Hollander was for making eail again, 
but wo refused la touch a ropo. Ho and 
big mate, both armed with belaying 
pin1), sought to drive UP aloft, but we 
disarmed thfin and looked them in thoir 
staterooms. 
Among u« wjs a man who 


had made several voyages aa mate and 


for trial, but presume it was Holland. 
For some reason or other there was a 
long delay, and at length matters were 
complicated by our being claimed as 
deserters from an American man-of- 
war. The people whom we had saved 
were grateful enough, God knows, but 
all others looked upon us as a lot of 
pirates who ought to have been hung as 
soon as captured. 


When we had been in jail for five 


months, we got word from an American 
who was pretty thoroughly posted on 
the case that we should soon be sent 
away for trial aud that we might ex- 
pect at least five years' imprisonment 
apiece. This news decided ns to make 
an attempt to break jail, aud one night, 
a week later, rising tools which a guard 
had been bribed to pass in to ns, we 
sawed away the bars of a window and 
gained onr liberty. Proceeding to the 
harbor, we found au American schoon- 
er ready to sail and awaiting our com- 
ing, and before our escape was discover- 
ed we were miles at sea. Five of us sur- 
rendered to the naval authorities and 
took onr punishment and served out the 
remainder of onr enlistment, hot what 
became of the others I do not know. 
But for onr action 200 people would 
have been left to go down with a wreck 
on which they had drifted and suffered 
for days and weeks, and yet that action 
was rank mutiny, and had the ship been 
English instead of Dutch our two lead- 
ers would probably have been hung and 
the rest of us got long terms in prison.

DR EMMENS, A MODERN ALCHEMIST, 


WHO IS TURNING SILVER INTO GOLD, 


"fSpecial Correspondence.] 


New York, Dec. 16.—"Faraday was a

great problem for the chemist to solve." 


So said Dr. Stephen H. Emmens, sit- 


ting opposite me at his desk in an office 
on the seventh floor of 'a big building 
overlooking Bowling Green. Below In 
Broadway the cable cars went clanging 
ceaselessly 
along. 
Across the way 


loomed the big red building of the 
Produce Exchange, whera millionaire 


world of the United States was In a. 
ferment because England was drawing 
from us our stock of gold. The results 
of this financial crisis were felt by al- 
most every man, woman and child in 
the country, directly or indirectly. The 
shifting of the balance of trade from 
one cause or another turned the stream 
of yellow metal back toward our shores.

assay office there Is no question. 
I 


asked the director of the mint at Wash- 
ington a few days ago, and he told me 
that the assay office had received gold 
from Dr. Bmmens which the doctor 
claimed he obtained from Mexican sil- 
ver dollars. All Mexican dollars, the 
director of the mint told me. contained 
a small amount of gold. According to 
the assay office report, however, the 
gold in a Mexican dollar is only "a 
trace" and not of any Importance in 
disproving Dr. Emmens' claims. 
No 


one asserts that the Mexican dollar 
contains the amount of gold that .Dr. 
Emmens says he obtains from It. 


Here are the facts which Dr. Emmens 


claims, put in the plainest language: 
He says that he can put a Mexican sil- 
ver dollar through a secret process 
which will produce an amount of gold 
much greater in value than the dollar 
with which the process began. 
More- 


over, he claims that after paying the 
cost of an expensive treatment of the 
silver alloy he can make a large profit 
on the product. 


He claims not only that he can do 


these things, but that he is doing them 
every day. The profits he is making, he 
says, are now $150 a week. There is no 
reasonable limitation to the amount of 
profit he can make except the physical 
limitations of his machinery and the 
strength of the three members of the 
syndicate which controls the process. 
Last May Dr. Emmens predicted that 
within a year he would be producing 
50,000 ounces of gold a month—about

"I think that I get gold from silver 


by my process," said Dr. Emmens, "but 
I do not insist on that. Some one may 
think that I simply get from the silver 
gold which was combined with It. If 
that is true, I still get gold in commer- 
cial quantities from an alloy in which 
an assay shows no gold or only a trace. 
I am entirely satisfied, so long as I get 
the gold. For my own part. I believe 
that the change which occurs is molec- 
ular, but I am willing to admit that it 
may not be." 


Dr. Emmens took from his desk three 


strips of metal. The first, he said, show- 
ed to his practiced eye slight traces of 


gold. In the second were heavy streaks 
of yellow. The third was all yellow. 


"These three," said Dr. Emmens. 


"show a piece of a Mexican dollar in 
three stages of the process. 
In the 


third It is rich enough to be melted 
down into an ingot." 


Prom a case he produced some speci- 


mens of the gold .900 fine. In places it 
was of a deep ruby color. 


"I have produced some of a brilliant 


blue." said Dr. Emmens, "and 1 believe 
In time I shall get a colored gold which 
will be worth $30 an ounce to jewelers." 


When I asked Dr. Emmens if any of 


his work had been conducted under the 
supervision of some disinterested per- 
son, who could testify to the results, he 
smiled and shook his head. 


"No one has seen the process except 


my partners and myself," he said, "and 
for obvious reasons. I do not want to 
share my secret with any one. I ask 
no one to believe in my process. So 
long as the treasury accepts my gold 
I am perfectly satisfied." 


"Does no one, then, know your proc- 


ess?" I asked. 


"Not all of it. I am the only person 


who knows the whole of it. My partner. 
H. A. Strong, and my son share part of 
the knowledge with me." 


"But the workmen in your laboratory 


—are you not afraid they will learn 
your process?" 


I might offer me a million or so for my 
secret, but that would be paltry com-

PILLSBURY, THE FLOUR KING, 


TALKS ON THE WHEAT OUTLOOK, 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Minneapolis, Dec. 16.—Charles A. Pills- 


•bury, the flour king, consented yester- 
- day- to -fee- interviewed on the subject 


of dollar wheat and the outlook for fu- 
ture prices of that cereal. The follow- 
ing interview was submitted to Mr. 
Pillsbury and by him corrected: 


"Tho 
present condition of the wheat 


market," he said, "is attributable to 
causes which, in my' opinion, will keep 
the price of that commodity at higher 
price? than the average for the past 
few years for many years to come. As 
a matter of fact, we have unconscious- 
ly been consuming both a visible and 
invisible supply at a greater rate than 
we supposed, so that at present the 
visible and invisible supply is at the 
lowest point known in the history of 
the wheat markets. 


"This fact wculd have been evident 


long ago had it not been for the in- 
creased 
facilities 
of 
transportation 


which have enabled us to handle a 
small supply so as to place it on the 
market with great rapidity at points 
where' it was most seriously needed. 
but apparently the limit in this direc- 
tion has been reached, and with the 
bread eaters of the world increasing in 
number as rapidly as they have in tha 
past few years the time must inevita- 
bly come when production must be 
greater in order to supply the legiti- 
mate demand. 


"Too 
much stress has been laid, I 


think, upon the part that the failure of 
the crop in the Argentine Republic has 
played in the upward tendency of the 
price of wheat, for it must be remem- 
bered that the total crop of that coun- 
try does not equal the crop grown in 
any one of our own states of ^Minnesota, 
Kansas and North Dakota. 


"To these states we must look in this 


country for increased acreage and pro- 
duction. 
They are the great wheat 


producers, and their farmers only re- 
quire the stimulus of a settled price at 
a high figure, due to a constant demand, 
to induce them to plant more exten- 
sively than they are now doing. It is 
obvious that it is to the western and not 
to the central states that we must look 
in this country for more wheat. 


"The eastern farmers win need con- 


stantly more and more land for graz- 
ing and agricultural purposes, and they 
cannot hope.to compete with tho fertile 
and practically boundless territory of 
the great states that I have mentioned. 
It is equally, certain that the western 
farmer would not feel justified in plant- 
ing to the large extent that present con- 
ditions seem to demand if he thought 
that the demand was to be temporary, 
but it is easily demonstrated and may 
be confidently predicted that the de- 
mand will be constant and will grow, 
rather than decrease. 


"Only recently the Japanese govern- 


ment has been taking steps looking to j 
the extensive introduction of wheat as j 
a food to supplant the rice diet that i 
has, been .the staple of that country for ! 
centuries. This is only one instance of I 
the new markets that must inevitably j 
•open as man becomes more thoroughly 
under the domination of European cus- 
toms and habits. 


"The Japanese have. It is said, as- ' 


cribed to the rice diet the small stature 
of the people of that race. Be that as it 
may. one thing is sure.. that wheat con- 


i tains in its. kernel all the essentials for 


j the most wholesome food that man- 


I kind can assimilate. This is demon- 
] strable not only by the chemistry of 
food, but by the experience of those 
races that have used wheat in some 
form as their staple diet. 


"From this fact it is evident that as 


the peoples who now lie outside of the 
| more modern civilization come within 
| its pale there will inevitably come a 
| time when they will conform in diet as 
| well as in, legislation, costume and oth- 
er details to their elder brethren, and 


"America is the country to which the 


nations of the future must look for 
their supply of this commodity, for In- 
dia and Russia, though, they have in- 
| creased their acrease, have ahout reach- 
; ed their limit, and in England the wheat 
crop has diminished instead of keeping 


j abreast of the growing demand. 
| "I have said that wheat contains all 


i the essentials for a perfect diet, and I 
! should like here to explain why, if thia 
be true, it should not be eaten entire 


j instead of being separated, as it is when 
made into flour or any preparation oth« 
er than the whole grain itself, 


"This is because no nation erer at- 


tempts to live solely upon whe'at. Other

Objection to Stagecoaches,

NAVAL PENITENTIARY, 


Destruction of the Pmc Moth. 
German foresters have found a suro 


remedy for the destruction of the pine 
moth in the heavy pine forests of the 
Fatherland. The caterpillars born the 
latter part of August descend to winter 
quarters in the heavy moss at the foot 
of the trees. Early in the spring they 
usually climb the trunks and eat the 
tender, green needles. Now the forest- 
ers scrape a broad band in the bark 
around the trunk and coat the smooth 
space with a mixture of slue, grease 
and tar. This kills tho insects. 


San Francisco, Dec. 12.—The laws of 


congress for the government of the 
navy or, as these .laws are popularly 
styled, the "articles of war," designate 
a host of offenses- for which an enlisted 
man of the naval service may be tried 
by a court martial and sentenced to 
imprisonment and labor, and they stip- 
ulate that such sentences may be carr 
ried into effect in any prison or peni- 
tentiary which the United States may 
be allowed to use by any state or terri- 
tory. 


Some of these offenses are of the same 


nature as those which are tried before 
civil courts, such as assault, murder 
and robbery, but by far the greater 
number are against military discipline, 
such as desertion, insubordination and 
fraudulent enlistment. 


For many years enlisted men sen- 


tenced by courts martial were confined 
in the different state prisons, the ex- 
pense being borne by the general gov- 
ernment through "the navy department, 
but a great saving of expense in keep- 
ing these prisoners was effected by the 
establishment of several naval prisons 
at the different navy yards, which were 
directly under the control of the naval 
authorities. 


Prisons were thus started at the Bos- 


ton, New York and Mare Island navy 
yards, and two of these are now in 
operation, the one at Boston for the 
east coast and that at Mare Island for 
the west coast. 


The prison at Mare Island Where the 


sailors and marines of the 
Pacific 


squadrons and shore stations who are 
sentenced by naval courts to imprison- 
ment are confined is situated back of 
the marine barracks at that station and 
is directly under the command of the 
commandant of the barracks. 


It is a plain rectangular brick build- 


ing, with rows of iron barred windows, 
which give it anything but a cheerful 
aspect. 
Inside of this building is a 


second boxllke structure or brick and 
concrete, which contains the .cells. 24 in 
number, arranged in two stories, six 
on a side, opening on corridors that run 
along the sides of the main building. 
The floors of the second story are of 
steel gratings, and steel grates shut offi 
the side corridors from those at each 
end of the building, while over the top 
of this inner prison is a large steel grat- 
ing, thus effectually completing a pris- 
on within a prison. 


The prison routine is exacting, and 


the strictest discipline is maintained, 
yet the prisoners,.as a rule, are cheer- 
ful, and but few complaints are made. 
During the day the prisoners are taken 
out under guard of armed sentries and 
required to work about tho buildings 
and grounds. 
The work, however, is 


light and gives them a chance at ex- 
ercise and relief from the tedium of en- 
forced idleness behind iron barreddoora. 
At all times an armed sentry paces up 
and down the front corridor of the pris- 
on, so that escape is well nigh impossi- 
ble. 
During the day the prisoners are 


allowed the freedom of the corridors, 
and talking and reading are allowed. 
Unless undergoing special punishment 
on bread and water for five days or 
loss the regular ration is served out t« 


them, and smoking is allowed for one 
hour after each meal. 


At 8:30 p. m. the sergeant of the 


guard searches each prisoner and cell 
and issues to each one a straw filled 
mattress and pillow and blanket, after 
which all are locked in the individual 
cells, and the strictest silence is re- 
Quired. 


At 6 o'clock in the morning the cell 


doors are opened and the inmates turn 
in their bedding, are again inspected 
and allowed to wash and dress for the 
day. At 6:45 a. m. they have breakfast, 
and at 8 o'clock go out to work; from 
noon to 1 o'clock is dinner hour and 
then a period of work from 1 to 4 
o'clock, with supper at 5 o'clock. Each 
cell contains a small iron bedstead with 
a wire spring bottom, a stool, a bucket 
and a water bottle, and the limited 


tinctive prison garb is worn as in <civll 
prisons, but the uniform of the branch 
of the service to which each one "be» 
longs is allowed. 
' 


Visitors are only allowed in the pris- 


on by authority of the commandant. 


Infractions against the prison djscU 


pline by the inmates are punished by 
solitary confinement on bread and wa« 
ter or in single or double irons for. pe? 
riods of several <5.ays, according to the 
offense. 
Good behavior has its reward 


in a remission of a portion of the sen- 
tence, in some cases* as much as one* 
fourth of the sentence being remitted.

NEW PLAN FOR SECURING WEALTH 


To Be Taken From Beds of Rivers 


With 
New 
Machine 
Invented

NEW GRAMMAR SCHOOL BUILDING 


One of the most important parties that 
las yet gone to the Alaskan gold fields 
rrom New England will start from this 
city withiu a few weeks. It will consist 
of 10 or 11 local men, fully equipped for 
the work of gold hunting, the principal 
.eature of their outfit being an entirely 
new machine to be used in digging gold 
from the beds of rivers in the gold region. 


The entire plans of the party are origi- 


nal, and startling to those who think of 
•old mining in Alaska as nothing but 
igging up frozen earth and starving at 


$100 a week. There will be no digging in 
the frozen earth for this party, and if 
their plans do not fail, they do not intend 
to starve. But this is nob one of the fairy 
schemes of the men who want gold with- 
out knowing how to got it. All ot the 
men who will go are prepared for hard 
work, and C. L. Cloutman, the leader of 
the party, has had much-practical experi- 
ence in gold mining. 


Preparations 
for the exodus 
from 


this city have been under way for some 
time, and the plans are practically com- 
pleted. The make-up of the party is de- 
termined, but the names of all the men 
who will go are not given out yet. They 
are all well-known men, most of tham 
employed in, the factories of the city. 
Their friends who have heard the plans of 
t,he party, are enthusiastic in their belief 
of its success, and the members have re- 
ceived many requests from those who 
would like to accompany them. 


The plans of the party center-around 


the new machine, which is an invention 
of Mr. Clontman's. He has been improv- 
ing it for some time, and will be able in a 
short time to make public the chief fea- 
tures of its construction. Already the 
ordinary harbor dredging machines have 
been taken to the gold regions for use in 
working the river beds. They are enor- 
mously heavy, however, and nnwieldly to 
move. Mr. Cloutman's machine, which 
is not technically a dredge, but will bring 
up gravel from deeper below the surface 
than the ordinary dredge, is very light 
and easily put together, so that it can be 
moved readily when necerasry. 


The novel plan of the party is to have 


this machine made, probably in Seattle, 
and a large flat-bottomed boat on which 
to mount it. Tuese will be taken to the 
Copper river region in a chartered vessel, 
where the boat will be pat together, and 
the party will embark on thteir combina- 
tion hotel and mining machine, and steam 
up the river into the heart of the gold 
region. 


Here the action of the water has for 


thousands of years been busy in bringing 
down the gold with gravel and sand from 
the mountains, and depositing it on the 
bed of the river where the current first 
begins to grow slower. If conducted by 
one who knows how to do it, this form of 
mining is one of the most profitable there 
js, and/ Mr. Cloutman ia thoroughly ex- 
perienced in all its details. 


The picturesque part of the pJans are 


most attractive. The flat boat on which 
they will work will be large enough to 
accommodate the members of the partyi 
and several horses, which will be used for 
portage. In addition to the mining out- 
fit, a potable saw-mill will be carried, 
which will enable the party to turn out 
lumber, if that should prove to be profita- 
ble, and in any case will permit them to 
stake out a cla^m, the law requiring the 
holder of a claim to be engaged either in 
trade or manufacture. 


The party will probably not leave this 


city for some weeks, as they do not care 
to reach the gold rivers much before the 
latter part of April. At least two of the 
membbrs will go on some time ahead of 
the main party, probably within two or 
three weeks, in order to superintend the 
manufacture of the mining machine and 
boat, and to attend to the chartering of a 
vessel to carry them north. 


Seattle will be the point from which the 


final departure for the gold fields wi'.l be 
made, and it is probable that no better 
equipped or more scientifically planned 
party will leave that city among all the 
hundreds who will start from there for 


Suggested for Ward 3. 
To Postpone 


High School Problem. 


Proposition? for substitutes for a new 


high school building are numerous. The 
kteat is that tne city build a new gram- 
mar school ou River street, on the site ot 
the Freeman building. This would pro- 
vide Ward 3 with a school building, 
which it now lacks, and would relieve 
the grammar grades of Drury, so that 
three or four rooms in that building 
could be used for high school classes. 


This would make room for the high 


school for several years more, and would 
at the same time provide Ward 3 with 
the building it must have sometime. The 
expense of an 8 or 10 room building for 
grammar grades would be only about a 
third of what would be needed for the 
high school building. 


The residents of Ward 3 are all heartily 


anxious for the successor this proposition] 
and it is backed by some of the promi lent 
men of the city. They claim that by put- 
ting off the expense of a high fchool for 


several years, the cheaper bnilding,which 
is needed just as surely as the high school 
building, could be erected now, and the 
city be enabled to wait «11 it is better 
able to meet the greater expense. 


The school committee met Friday everr 


ing, and it was expected that residents of 
the ward would present the scheme then, 
but nothing waa brought forward. The 
school committee a<-e not so heartily in 
favor of the schema, as they consider the 
need of the new high school the more im- 
portant, and say that if Dmry were left 
free for grammar grades the need of a 
building in Ward 3 would not be imme- 
diate. 


The plan, however, will have strong 


support in the city council should it be 
brought up, and is by many considered 
the best solution of the present problem.

The roof of the new vault in Hillside 


cemetery is badly out of order and must 
te thoroughly repaired as soon as possi- 
ble. 
It leaks badly and in its present 


condition the vault is unfit for roe in 


8tormy weather. This vault was built 
only a few years ago and the roof must 
have been defective to begin with, as 
over f260 was expended in repairn in 1896. 


Mayor Cady has been apprised of the 


situation and will recommend an appro- 
priation for repairing the roof, probably 
at the next meeting of the city council. 
And now that the vault must be over- 
hauled, it is probable that a proposition 
to build a morgue will nome up in con- 
nection with the subject. 


The need of a morgue has long been f 


in this city, particularly by the undertak- 
ers, whose places of business have been 
used for that purpose. There are numer- 
ous cases every year in which bodies hav 
to be taken to tne different undertakin 
rooms to await identification and be care 
for, and not unfrequsntly autopsies ha\c 
to be held at these places. These things 
fire a disadvantage to the undertakers, 
but they have submitted graciously to the 
inconvenience, knowing that there were 
no public accommodations for work of 
this kind. They have often spoken of the 
need of a morgue and it is quite likely 
that they will now emphasize that need, 
as one could be provided conveniently 
and without great expense in connection 
with the repairs which the vault must 
undergo. 


That the vault must have a new roof is 


certain. The humblest taxpayer would 
object, and very properly, to having such 
a place in improper, condition. 
The 


thought of water leaking through the 
roof, dripping down over the caskets and 
standing upon the floor, as is now the 
case, is abhorrent. 


Of course, a new and properly con- 


structed roof would remedy the trouble, 
but as a morgue is a recognized need of 
the city it ia suggested that now is the 
time to build it, as it can be done at less 
expense by the plan proposed than in any 
other way. The plan is to replace 
the roof of the vault with a solid 
floor and to raise the structure one story, 
the upper part to be used as a morgue. 
This plan is entirely practical, as there iB 
a driveway back of the vault, which is 
built in the side of the hill, that leads 
directly to where the door of the morgue 
would be. This story could be built at a 
moderate cost, and a roof of slate would 
effectually protect both the morgue and 
the vault. 


Tiio vaalt is built of stone, but if 


the 
plan of adding a story 
for a 


morgue is adopted the second story will 
probably be of pressed brick. The inter- 
ior would be plainly but neatly finished 
and the city would have, at compara- 
tively small expense, a suitable place for 
the care of the dead bodies which fell to 
its charge. 


The proposition is worthy of the atten- 


tion of the undertakers and the city au- 
thorities, and is quite probable that the 
outcome will be the supplying of a want 
that has long been felt and which grows 
more pressing every year. 


Two Nights at the Columbia, 


Next week will open busily at the Col- 


umbia theater, with two excellent attrac- 
tions of entirely different style of enter- 
tainment the first two nights. On Mon- 
day evening the "Tarrytown Widow" will 
be here in all her glory for a return en- 
gagement, and on the following evening 
Morrison's "Faust" will be presented.

The stage eSeots promised 
are of the most elaborate kind, and if the 
company ia, as promised, one that will 
not let the play sink to the level of the 
burlesque, it will be an attraction which 
will bring regret to those who do not see 
it.
